Robinson’s Circus, the old inde­ 
pendent "general store" is a color­ 
ful rem nant of our memories. Even 
today, in remotely rural districts, 
we occasionally sm it in its .shad­ 
ed soleninoss, its porches 
strewn 
with rii.stic Individuals discussing 
local politics as they chew tobac­ 
co. 
Many of these 
ragged-looking 
stores were grocery stores. Where 
they are existent today, they have 
the color, the peaceful 
rugged- 
iMi.«*. the simple appeal that they 
had in day* gone by. 
But— they 
have no business. 
Unable to com­ 
pete with modern ideas of retail 
soiling, some of them stubbornly 
content in their dark and forlorn 
retreat from the actualities of the 
day, they have been deserted by 
the modern customer, whose pock­ 
et book 
is 
usually 
worthy 
of 
thoughtful 
consideration. 
It 
would be as sensible to try to sell 
the modern housewife a horse and 
carriage instead of an automobile
